which many Bifhops of his Kingdom have com- 
plained to him, asof a pernicious Work, renew- 
ing the Errours of Janſeniſm ſo often condemned 
by the Holy See and by the Bifhops. 
1 eldeft Sen of the Church he thought himfelf 
obliged fir to conſult the vifible Head of the 
‘Church ; and the Voice of aconfiderable Patt of 
the Bi of France aſſembled by the King’s Or- 
ving aCtually joyned with the Voice of the 
chief Pontiff who has condemned Work, the 
King has judged it his Duty to authorize the faid

come in his Name to require you to Regiſter. 
Tou will not find, tlemen, in the outward 
Form of that Conſtitution, either the Clauſe ex mero 
Motu Pape, or, the other ordinary Clauſes which 
our Office has obliged us fo often to oppoſe in this 
Court; even honourable Mention is made in it of 
the King’s repeated Inftances which gave birth to 
the Conſtitut ion: However, as notwithſtanding 
the Omiſſion of thoſe Clauſes, ah ill Uſe might 
yet be made, either of the Quality of the Judge- 
ment pronounced, or of fome general Expreffions 
which-are ſcattered in it, we cannot — a 
fing to you the inferting in the bey the 
tters Patepts, the general and ufual Relervation 
of the Rights of the Crown, the Liberties of the 
2 n Church, the Power and Juriſdiction of

It from the exteriour Form of the Conſtitution, 
we proceed to the Examination of the Decrecs 
which are mentioned in it and the Decifions it con- 
tains, our Station obliges us to offer to your Ob- 
ſervation that it enumerates other Sentences of Con- 
dempation which were never received in this King- 
dom, and which might feem to be authorized in 
fame Manner by the regiſtring of this Bull, if you 
fhould not ule the Precaution to declare, in pro- 
éeeding upon it, that tis without approving the 
Decrees not received in the Kingdom, mentioned 
in the prefent Conſtitution.
